Missouri  Schools  for  the  Severely  Disabled  (MSSD)  is  a  state  operated  program  serving  Missoun  students  with  severe  disabilities  A  student  is 
referred  to  MSSD  when  the  local  school  district  is  unable  to  meet  his  or  her  educational  needs.  MSSD  serves  children  and  youth  between  the  ages  of  5  and  21 ,  who 
have  severe  to  profound  disabilities  as  defined  by  the  Missouri  State  Plan  for  the  Individuals  with  Disabilities  Education  Act  (IDEA)  classification  system.
